"The military dictators who proriote the spirit of war, who awaken 
expansionist ideas, and vho unhalance national budgets with extra- 
Vajant war expenditures , sooner or later conchict the people to the 


fraticide of combat. For that, reason, this generous democratic 
movements which we promote has 2s its essential purpose the accen= 
tuation of the sentinents of hnotherhood, and strugiles not only 

for political emancipation and for democratic ideals y but also for 

the economic emancipation of' Han in America, Yhe declaration that 
without social justice there can he no preservation of international 
peace and democratic regimes, is a truth already demonstrated by the 
reality of history, \e conderm all forns of capitalistic exploitation 
and inperialistie infiltration with the sane energy that we conmbat the 
preachments of Cormunisn which wishes to reduce nan to a dull mechanism 
in the monstruous machinery of a state without noral conscience, The 
exploited or oppressed men of all the countries of the continent should, 
in the final analysis, be the reason for the strugple for social and 
political redemption in which all authentically denocratic forces 

are enjtazed." a
